H. M. Marrisoa and P. A. Holland, 
were interviewed collectively by the 
Times-Democrat today, and President 
Thomas, acting as spokesman for the 
board, after enumerating the different 
portions of work sad equipment which 
the specifications require the contrac- 
tors to provide said:

"Kb," that ten thousand dollars is to 


te spent for new machinery for the 
old pump station here in the city", was 
the reply. "The present machinery 
was installed there about eighteen or 
twenty years ago when we had a city 
population of eight orJten thousand 
people and it is far inadequate for the 
present needs." 


City; engineer R. H. Gamble, who 


prepared "such plans and specifications 
for the work on the new reservoir as 
asve been used states that be has 
been connected wijh the improvement 
only in. the capacity _or an'employe, 
ind that Juj has performed only such 
duties in connection, with the work as 
he has been instructed to perform by 
.joue in authority over him. He does 
sot now and never did, favor the plan, 
but by (way of .extenuation for any 
fault thatJBiay be found in the manner 
in which the work is being done, be 
takes -the same stand as that of the 
c.ty council and members of the 
board -of .public service, which is, that 
there was not money enough available 
to proceed with the improvement as 
it should be "proceeded with. 


When asked: if he thought the un- 


tamped artificial embankments would 
hold water after being completed, Mr. 
Gamble stated that the material (yel- 
5ov clay) is ot the very best kind, 
and that it is- settling steadily. The 
major portion of the artificial bank- 
perhaps all except that on the north 
side ot the reservoir—will be rip-rapp- 
ed -with stone. He believes, however, 
ttat it would be a. dangerous under 
taking to fill .the reservoir more thac 
one-half full of water when it is first 
completed, and thinks .that it will re- 
quire front two to four years for the 
banks to .settle and be .sufficiently 
compact to withstand the pressure oi 
all, of the water its capacity is su^ 
posed to .contain. Ke did not care to 
attempt an expert opinion as to the 


Bin, of constructing the.banks with 


loose untampsd earth, but stated 
simply thftt he had never constructed 
a reservoir in that manner and dici 
not favor the plan. 


With regard to the vegetation now 


in the bottom of the basin, Mr. 
Gamble stated that he did not think 
it«wo«ld grow after the soil is turned 
over, because of the great depth oi 
the water, which, when the basin is 
filled, will range from 18 to 22 feet f 


Mr. Wilbur frisk, who was a mem 


ber of the local board of water works 
•trustees when the reservoirs at the 
main pump station were constructed, 
declared himself decidedly opposed tc 
the system adopted in the construe 
tibi; of the new reservoir, and fears 
that when the basin, with Its loose- 
dirt, banks, is filled with water it will 
be a constant menace to the city. 
Should the bank give way it would 
wash out down to the level of the 
Ottawa river and the great body cl 
water would sweep down the course 
of the river and through the city witt 
ten-line force. 


Mr. Fisk served with Thomas Fitz 


gerald and the late Chas. F. Metheanj 
on the water works board when th« 
original reservoirs were constructed 
and he prefers the plan of construe 
tion thsy compelled the contractor tr 
comply with curing the progress ot 
that improvement, when the eartl 
was placed upon the embankments tr 
a depth of only six inches at a tirm 
and each layer was then sprinkl«' 
and roll-ed with a heavy Iron roller 
.Thefle banks never leaked.
